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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to appeal brief filed 4/13/07. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
In response to communication 4/13/07, independent claims 1, 8 and 10 and 
depending claims 2-7, 9 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance: 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the limitations of 
mapping, via the buyer computing arrangement, data fields from the first 

database to data fields in a second database to create a data import map, wherein the 

data fields in the second database are predefined data fields, and 

importing, via the buyer computing arrangement, the investment plan information 

into the predefined data fields of the second database according to the import 

specification and data import map, as recited in independent claims 1, 8 and 10. 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the allowed 
claims: 

Field (US 6,073,104) discloses a system for invoice record management and 
asset-backed commercial paper program management, a computerized system that will 
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allow healthcare providers to access the commercial paper market by "selling" their 
patient claims to asset backed commercial paper conduits. Where, the asset-backed 
commercial paper programs take illiquid assets and bundle these assets into a 
segregated pool against which highly liquid money-market instruments (commercial 
paper) can be issued. The cash collected on the underlying assets in the pool is the 
source of repayment of principal and interest on these instruments. 

Crozier (US 5,666,553) discloses a method for mapping, translating, and 
dynamically reconciling data between disparate computer platforms. Interactively 
reconcile records of a first and a second database, wherein the record structures of the 
first and second database are different, and accepting data from a first computer 
application, and then mapping and translating the data to the formats expected by a 
second computer application. The user of the translation facility may explicitly specify 
the mapping of the data fields of the two applications' files. 

Ryan , et al. (US 6,684,189) discloses a central processing and a digital 
computer where the central processing unit can access a database into which data is 
written and from which data is read and the digital computer for receiving input data and 
for storing insured Information and life insurance information. 

Each of the prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the above 
features recited in independent claims 1, 8 and 10.
